The Elections 



Tho duty of British Coluinbi'i seems 
clear enough. Amid tho painful un- 
certainty respecting the policy and in- 
tentions of tho now administration as 
regards tho treaty ohligations of tho 
Dominion, tho true course of this Pro- 
vince would seem to be to elect men to 
represent its interests nt Ottawa who 
will he ntKE and willing to extend to 
Mr, Mackenzie a fair support just so 
far as ho acts in good faith towards it. 
Under these circumstances it would 
seem tho duty of the electors to re- 
ject alike those candidates who are too 
much wedded to either of tho great 
political parties in the House of Com- 
mons to take an independent stand 
upon the treaty of Union. This may 
seem a narrow and unpatriotic stand to 
take; but true patriotism, like charity j 
begins at homo, and [British Columbia 
cannot afford just now to adopt the 
motto enunciated in Mr. Mackenzie's 
address — Tho Dominion first, and 
British Columb ia afterwards. Let the 
Pacific Province bo true to herself at 
this critical juncture, and send six 
good men aud true;— men whose in- 
dependence is not likely to be com- 
promised by personal predilections, or 
a desire for office. It will bo remem- 
bered that our local contemporary, 
some six weeks ago, devoted a couple 
of leading articles to representing 
certain of our members as baring 
p edged themselves to share thofortuues 
of the fallen party. It is only just 
to say that those gentlemen indignant- 
ly deny having done anything of tho 
kind. While feeling that to refuse to 
join in a complimentary banquet tu one 
who had done so much and striven to 
do more for British Columbia would 
be to at once do violenco to their own 
manhood and to the better sentimeni 
of those they represented, these gen- 
tlemen had altogether too high a sense 
of duty to do anything so foolish as 
that with which tuoy were charged, and 
Buch of them as are now seeking re- 
election distinctly anuounco their read- 
iness to give tho new Administration 
a fair support as far as it evinces a dis- 
position to deal justly by this Pio- 
vince. Further than that British Co- 
lumbia should not desire her repre- 
sentatives to go. We desire to direct 
the attention of tho electors of Cariboo 
and of Yale-Kootenay to a matter of 
vital concernment to themselves and 
to the whole country. If in either of 
these Districts there should be a con- 
test and a poll, it will be simply and 
absolutely impossible for either of 
them to be represented during the ap- 
proaching session of Parliament. This 
is a self-evident proposition which ad-" 
mits of no debate. Under these cir- 
cumstances, the electors must weigh 
well the results of any action that may 
bo taken. It might be a serious thing 
for British Columbia to have two out 
of her six seats in the Commons empty 
at such a moment; so that the electors 
in the Districts referred to should well 
consider the possible consequences of 
their acts to the Province at 'urge. A 

CONTEST MUST BE AVOIDED, Or else those 

two large aud important Districts will 
he practically disfranchised and British 
Columbia weakened at the most criti- 
cal period of her history. We do not 
presume to suggest the means by which 
such a calamity may be avertad. We 
merely state facts.

George's, Hyde, to which you have culled 
my attention, f need hardly tell yon 
that tho statement of this slanderous 
clergyman is false, and that if he is not 
a singularly ignorant person ho must 
know it to be false. If I had applied the 
word .''residuum" to the "working men 
of Euglaild," if E had deemed or called 
them "tho dregs of tho population." 
should I have given ranch t ime and labor 
and many years of my lifo to procure for 
them the right to live by tho free exchange 
of their industry, and the right to vote 
that they might share in the government 
of their country? I do not remember 
tho time when, or tho speech in which, 1 
used the word "residuum," or I would 
refer you to tho passage. You would at 
onco see how utterly unjust and false is 
tho construction which Mr. Beade has 
put upon it. I do not know what Mr. 
Beade is in his pulpit, but I would advise 
him to stay thoro,whoro ho cannot ba con- 
tradicted. On tho platform ho is, what 
is not uncommon in tho hot partisan 
priest, ignorant and scurrilous, and a 
guide whom unsensible man would wish 
'to follow. His congregation should pray 
for him.

THIRD SESSION.

Tuesday, .Tun. 27tli. 
Th« Speaker .took the Chair at 2:10 
o'oloolc. 

IMMIORATIOK. 

Mr. Humphreys moved that a. raspoct- 
ful address bo presented to His Honor the 
liieut.-Govornor asking for tho returns of 
the names of persons (if any) who have 
been placed as settlers in tho Province by 
emigration agents employed by the Gov- 
ernment. 

Mr, Barnston socondod. 

Hon. Mr. DoCosmos — What is ruoant 
by "placed ?" 

Mr. Humphreys — Tho address is sim- 
ple and plain. Any ordinary intellect can 
understand what it moans (laughter). 
We want to know how many persons have 
boon placed— located, and how many 
have been induced to come to the Pro- 
vince. 

Hon. Mr. DoCosmos — Why not alter 
the word "placed." 

Mr. Humphreys — It appears to bo per- 
fectly intolligiblo to the House. 

The resolution was passed. 

TIMBER LEASES. 

Mr. Smitho askod tho following ques- 
tion: Why is it that Messrs. Say ward & 
Askew, holding timber louses on tho East 
Ooast of this Island, aro charged at the 
rate of two conts per acre, while all other 
loasoholdors in the Province aro charged 
at tho rate of ouo cent per acre, only; and 
why is it that tho loasos in tho two cases 
mentioned aro limited to sovou years dur- 
ation, while others extend to twenty-one 
years ? 

Hon. Dr. Ash replied that ho could not 
■ay what induced tho late Governor Sey- 
mour to fix the rate of two cents per aore 
for seven years in granting leases to 
Messrs. Sayward and Askew. 

BO AD TAX. 

House went into Committee on the Road 
Tat Extension Amendment Bill, Mr. Booth 
in the Chair. 

To tho 1st clause, exempting land leas- 
ed from tho Crown for pastoral purposes 
from the payment of any Rood Tax, Mr. 
Mara offered the following amendment! 
• Notwithstanding anything to the con- 
tray contained in tho "Road Ordinance, 

1869, " the "Road Amendment Ordinance, 

1870, " and tho "Roa.l Tax Extension Act, 
1873," land held by pre-emption or by 
Crown Grant, on which permanent im- 
provements to the valuo in amount of 20 
per cent, of the assessed valuo of tho land, 
or on which five head of cattle or horsos, 
or fifteen head of sheep are depastured to 
the 100 acroB, or laud leased from tho 
Crown for Pastoral or Timber purposes 
shall be exempt from tho payment of any 
Bo ad Tax. 

Mr. Mara said the tax was unjust. It 
fsll on the poorer class of settlers who 
were unprotected by the customs tariff. 
This Bill took the tax off the wealthiest 
class in tho Province only; but the Gov- 
ernment had actually leased the land to 
these meu at tho highest rate and then 
taxed them 10 percent. Ho (Mr. Mara) 
had prodictod the unpopularity of this 
tax last session and his prediction had 
come true. In tho absence of a property 
tax, taxing all kinds of property equally, 
a poll-tax would reach all classos.Chinoso 
especially. 

Hon. Mr. Walkem asked how tho hon. 
movar could reconcile this motion with 
his proposition to clap on a poll-tax of 
83; because ho would relievo tho rich 
land holdor and allow him to pay the 
earno as the poor man. Would it not be 
»s well for the nouse to consult their 
constituents on this matter (hoar, hear). 
Ho held it only fair to mk the country's 
opinion on so important a principle as 
thisjjoforo adopting it, us the House had 
only ono more term to exist. Tho poll- 
tax'imposos a tax of 82 on overy man in 
the Province. No doubt tho disappoint- 
ment felt at the non-commencement of 
tho railway was very great, and but for 
tbat disappointment we should hear no- 
thing about this tax. With respect to the 
pastoral leases tho hollers complained, 
juabty, that they wore tied down to pay 
•1 oonta an aore.and then tho Government, 
by tho tax, raised the rato of rental fifty 
per cent. Tho pre-ompfor's easo was 
. »lo 'othor different. He acquired the land 
in fee simple. Ho called on members to 
remember that every dollar spent on im- 
provements in tho district was drawn 
from the revenue of tho Province. A 
property-tax would bo very unpopular 
and would bear much more heavily on all 
classoa than the present imposition. 

Mr. Smith said that there was no period 
in tho history of tho upper country when 
tho people there required more encourage- 
ment than now. He supported tho amend- 
ment and was opposed to the Government 
Bill, which meant class legislation. Why 
release tho loasoholdors and tux tho land- 
holders? (Hoar.) 

Mr. Robertson— What is the annual 
valuo of this tax '! 

Hon. Mr. Armstrong could give no do- 
finite information. 

Mr. Mara— About $10,000. 

Mr. Smitho would support tho amend- 
ment because the Government refused to 
put the tax on a proper basis and propos- 
ed to reliovo the rich man and hold tho 
poor man. Tho whole lease system was 
bud. Ho was not entirely in favor of tho 
amendment; but its passage would com- 
pel tho Government to introduce a tax- 
bill that would be equitable. 

Mr. Robertson said tho amount involv- 
ed was small; but tho principlo was tho 
samo whether the sum of money was 
large or small. Ho admitted that we ought 
■otto do away with tho t txation <f tho conn 
try until tho whole iiscal policy of the 
Government was before the Houho. Wo 
mar bo compelled to retain this tax until 
tho Government toll us how they propose 
to raise tho necessary funds, ilo moved 
that tho Committee rise and report pro- 
gress. 

Tho Chairman (Mr. Booth) ruled tho 
motion out of order. 

Dries of < "tut, tut," and "oh, Lord." 

Hon. Dr. Ash — A motion to adjourn is 
always in order (laughter). 

Hon. Mr. Humphreys-- Who said any- 
thing about adjourning? (laughter), 

Tbj Chairman bowed to the opinion of 
tho Committee and put tho motion, which 
was lost. 

Mr. Holbrook would vote against tho 
amendment, because he did not deem it 
4idvisublo to romovo tuxos until tho fiscal 
policy of the Government was before tho 
Honso. Ho was opposod.too, to the Bill 
and had a theory of his own (which ho 
propounded), as to how tho cattle of 



the Interior might bo brought to Victoria 
and compete with Orogonians. 

Mr. Smith combattcd the live-stock 
argument of tho hon. gentleman for Now 
Westminster and said that unless greater 
facilities woro given interior stock-grow- 
ers they could not compete with Oregon, 

Hon. Mr. Humphreys was in favor of 
the Bill and in favor, also, of the Amend- 
ment, Every small holder of land in the 
upper country was taxed at tho rato of 
<Ib" 40 on oTcry 320 acres of land. This 
class was largely in tho majority ovor 
leaseholders. Tho Attorney-General's 
oroposition was with respect to submitting 
ihe question of the removal of this tax to 
tho people; but how was it that this tax 
was imposed without consulting the 
people of the Mainland? Mr. Humphreys 
Contended that two-thirds of the settlers 
on tho Mainluud Were small holders and 
that it was manifestly unfair to tako tho 
tax off pasture loasos, tho holdors of 
which were men of wealth, while the 
small holders wero left to be*r the bur- 
don. Ho was decidedly of tho opinion 
that if thero was to be any taking off of 
taxes the Amendment pointed out the cor 
rect way of doing it. The course proposed 
oy the Government was equivalent to put- 
ting a deferential tax on tho poorer por- 
tion of thesettlers.and hethoughtthatif the 
Government would not allow the amend- 
monUto pass thoy ought certainly to 
withdraw the bill. He could not agrert 
with tho proposition to postpono this dis- 
cussion until tho estimates wero brought 
down, and thought that while tho bill 
would not give much relief to thoj;^ for 
whoso benefit it was speci.illy-intended, 
it would certainly cause- great dissatisfac- 
tion to those it did not rolievo. 

Mr. Somliu had no great objoction to 
the amendment, but thought that tho 
lion, member for Cowiohau was mistaken 
in his opinion that tho pastoral leases 
would retard settlement, and proceeded 
to oxplain their nature. Meu owning 
largo bands of cuttlo saw tho country be- 
ing gradually sottlod up and the feed 
running out, and they were compelled to 
take tho precaution of securing winter 
foed for their stook, which they did by 
paying 4 eeuts an acre for tho privilego 
of keeping other men's stock off the 
ranges in the summer, aud those advan- 
tages they wero willing to share with 
their neighbors on condition of thoir pay- 
ing pro rata. Ho contended also that 
thoro was great difference botween free- 
holds and the land held under those 
leases which woro of short and inseouro 
tenure. He claimed that the expenses 
of surveying, etc., would swell charges 
up to 10 cents per acre and that they had 
not been fairly dealt with as tho 2 cents 
por aero was not contemplated at thotimo 
tho leases wero granted. 

Mr. Smitho objected to this view, and 
contended that if applicable at all it was 
equally so to the poor man holding a few 
acres for which ho had paid a dollar an 
acre. As to the wealthy holder of pas- 
toral leases, why, he askod, should they 
expect the poor settler to pay 4 cts. an 
aero, while the leaseholder, who was lot 
off with 2 cts,, growled and made desper- 
ate efforts to have even that removed. 

Mr. Mara said that the Attorney-Gener- 
al and the member for Esquimalt had 
both admitted that tho tax was not a fair 
ono. For his part ho thought a poll-tax 
would be better, and ho contrasted the con- 
duct of the Government when instituting 
tho eclebratod Fourth Portfolio with their 
conduct. Tlioro was a proposal to reduce 
a tax and they told us wo must appeal to 
tho people, Thoy did not consult tho 
people when tho road districts wero creat- 
ed. As to tho hon. Attornoy-Genoral's 
statement that thero had been no direct 
tax on tho Mainland, ho instanced tho 
road tolls. 

Mr. Walkem. — Thoy fell on Cariboo. 

Mr. Mara. — No; they foil on the whole 
country above Yale. If the members look- 
ed into tho matter ho thought they must 
support tlio amendment which would tako 
the burden off the poor and struggling 
settlor. 

Mr. Barnston opposed the amendment, 
and alluded t.o the public works to be un- 
dertaken, and wanted to know where the 
money was to come from. 

Mr. JRobsou contended that in the 
change proposed iu the amendment, tho 
Government would only lose about 80000. 
He alluded to the remarks made by Mr. 
Semlin, aud could not seo that any bar- 
gain they might havo mailo could or 
ought to exempt thoin from any taxation 
that might be imposed on their neighbor. 
Hon. members of the Government might 
say if they liked that a sum so small could 
not be suod an oppressive matter; but it 
was quite possible for even this amount 
to bo ruiscil iu such a manner as to bo 
burdensome and vexatious und ho would 
voto for tho amendment, 

Mr. Armstrong, after a few goneral ro- 
marks on Finance, said that tho amend- 
ment would insure tho loss of $]8,UIJ(J of 
revenue. He spoke of the Wild Land 
Tax and said that it would have produced 
moro if tho improvements had baen pro- 
porly rated, and said the same thing must 
be altered for hero. He alluded to the 
difficulty of collecting taxes in a country 
whore population was so scattered, and 
contended that no country was so lightly 
taxed an this. 

Mr. Humphreys was sorry to find that 
ho could not quite understand the drift 
of the characteristic speech which our 
Chancellor of tho Exchequer hud just de- 
livered. It was no doubt a very brilliant 
exposition, but he must differ from him 
in many points, particularly as to the 
matter of taxation, Ho proceeded to crit- 
icise the hon. Finance Minister's speech, 
and finally declared no would voto for tho 
amend moot. 

Mr, Walkem thought it was a pity that 
gentlemen should be so severe. 

Mr. Robson remarked that Mr. Arm- 
strong must bo confounding tho product 
of tho poll tax with other taxes when lie 
spoke of tho sum of 818,000, contended 
that $6,000 was the outside umoiint the 
Government would lose by tho Amend- 
ment which lie again called upon mem- 
bers to pass and thereby relievo tho larg- 
est number, 

Mr. Walkem opposed any changes at 
present. A Poll tax was dillioult to col- 
lect, and any constituency ho was acquaint- 
ed with would gladly pay the Road tax. 

After some further debate the Amend- 
ment waspat and lost, tho names wero 
called for: 

Nays — DoCosmos, Bcaron, Armstrong, 
Walkom, Ash, Bobinso'D, Hunter, Barns- 
ton, Hughes, Duck, Trimble, Cogttn, Hol- 
brook.— 14.

Mr. Smitho then proposed an amend- 
ment substituting for tho 4 cents per aero 
an ad valorem tax of % of 1 por oent. 

Mr. Walkom contondod tuat this was 
out of order, and a long discussion ensu- 
ed. 



The Chairman ruled that it was out of 

order. Several members differed with 
him. 

Mr. Robson moved that tho Committee 
do riso to submit tho points of order to 
tho Speaker and ask leave to sit again, 
which was carried. 

Tho Speaker on being appealed to de- 
cided that it was out of order, as the ef- 
fect of the amendment was to impose a 
tax, which function was vosted in the 
Government alone, 

Tho Bill wus recommitted, tho original 
clause raised aud tho Bill reported com- 
plete. It was then read a third time aud 



Tho Qualification of Voters Bill was 
rea I a socoud time and committed for to- 
morrow. 

The Houso then adjourned.

band, and if such entire horse be arrest- 
ed n third timo he may be castrated and 
turned loose, provided tho permission of 
a Justice of tho Peaoo be "obtained and 
the operation bo performed with reason- 
able skill, 



Cariboo. — A telegram from Mr. Chas. 
Wilson, dated Barkorvillc, yesterday, 
states that the peoplo aro excited at the 
actionof tho Victoria Postmaster in au- 
thorizing tho delay of nowpapers.
